The shocker is that plating on 
the coin has been deliberately removed between then and August , 1977 . 

We would like you to send us a copy of the opinion ANACS gave the owner 
in early 1976. I realize you cannot tell the name of the one ^o sub- 
mitted it without further authorization. 

The ownership of the piece has apparently changed since then 
whether with or without disclosing the opinion, but it is now held on a 
basis of having a $30,000 value. Perhaps you should write the owner and 
ask what were the circumstances of the sale, when, to whom, what price, 
with opinion or not, etc. It may have changed ownership more than once. 
If an A.N.A. member is involved it may have further implications. Perhap 
the owner will let you tell us. 

The Silver Center Cent given to the A.N.A. on June 10, 1976 
(your control #C-1589) should be sent to us now as this situation has 
become of much greater Importance.
